Lees use of bath traditional and electronic tools bs comme_n in ther 
Aut Department. flany artists start with traditional materials ta get 
their basic ideas down on paper and then scan thelr work into the 
computer for digital fine-tuning. Lee typically starts with im for his 
rough sketches and uses a Prismacolor or graphite pencil for the 
detaded drawings. Onoe the drawings are in his computer, 
Photoshop lets him block general shapes, while Painter allows him 
to detail those shapes and add textures. 

However, some artists dewelop a distinct preference for either 
traditional or electronic methods. “Vim pretty much a Luddite,* 
admits artist Derek Thompson, whose work was largely story- 
boards and keyframe art. Thompson, who comes from a comic: 
book background, favors percil, pen and mareor, “l onjay working 
electronically,” he says, “but Ive found | can accomplish a lot with 
traditional means.” 
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Others, like Church and Tiemens, work electronically from the 
get-go. “Drawing and painting on the computer is so fast that 
there's really no banter behveen me and the painting.” says 
Church. “| use an electronic pen and tablet that lets me work 
exactly as | would with traditional media. it's completely intuliive 
and very fast, and | can try varkations very caslly. The program | 
use bets me palnt quicker and mare experlmantally than | ewer 
could with real palnt* 

As an artist, Themens finds that working electronically allows for 
“mare ofa direct flow from what you're Imagining. Wher you're 
painting traditionally you have to be more careful and thoughtful, 
The materials can become a barrier to getting your concept dare, 
in film, yeo've got short deadlines, and the artwork is really about 
conveying an idea, a concept, or the fighting and calor, and that 
kind of thing, The actual process of crafting becomes less af 
an issue." 

Whether they are created by electronic or traditional means, the 
designs and drawings at this stage are often very informal, barely 
mare than sketches. “A great deal of my work is really gritty and 
foundational,” explains Thompson, “intended to get the idea across 
and pot sa much about. pretty final image. fim talking rudimentary 
Post-it sketches — lege quantities of them. * 
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Church says that he approaches new assignments intuitively: “I'll 
close my ayes and think about it for about a minute cr so ane jist 
stan drawing shapes. making darks and lights on the page.” 

This creative work sometinees begins with informal brainstanrning 
sessions As Tenens renerbers, We'd get togeiher around tables 
and brainstorm and joke, laugh and bring in beaks and point out 
movies, Things lke that really got our session’ unlocked and flow- 
ing.” But while all this freewheeling play vir” is fun for the artists, 
it's also important work. Their freeform sessions are crucial for pro- 
ducing the highly imaginative, detailed words, creatures, vehicles,

*Hoorge Lucas is probably the most collaborative director I've 
ever known,” says MoCalg, who treasures the concept artists’ non- 
hierarchical camaraderia, When the artists and asigners come 
fooother, everyone's creative input & valued, he says, 
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*On Episode ili, | continued to work as | have since the first prequel: in close collaboration 
with my colleaques but responsible only to George,” MoCalg explains, “The fact that there 
are to officially thied concept design supervisors, a production designer and a cosume 
designer cneates the impression of a higraechy that for me did mot exist.” 

Although many ideas inigially originate im Lucas’ inagination, when it comes ta 1 crystal 
ing them into usable concepts, he ia trim collaborator with the artists. "In's reallly Fun tie 
interact with George and shaw him ideas and get his inpait," says Church, “There's always 
something refreshing —a different way of seeing and the combination oe that he 
brings to the table that’s illunninating,* 

Anmher thing Church cherishes is the creaiive freedom Lucas encourages, and even 
demands, “[When an) itea comes from George, usually he'd tell me what he was thinking, 
Gke This character needs a speeder or That guy's base is on this type of planet.’ But sane 
Times he would say Design an interesting location for a Battle’ or something else nanspe- 
cific, That was great fun. tying to shew him something really new. And Iwas surprised by 
how hard he would push for sonething completely new, He'd be the first one to mediog If 
was being too conservative with my design, I's so fublilling as a peeme to be pushed chart 
fared yr your besa." 

Such 6 high level of freedori is uniedual in the enberbainenent-art wield, ae bo Lee, 
who, like many of the Episode Il concept team, has worked as an artist for several other 
files, inchuding Men in Back 1, The Hulk and Peter Pov. “im used to heating Irom other direc- 
tors [exactly] what they want, but George is more open to letting us present our own ideas 
before he staris to specify what he wants, le brings mare respersibility and opportunity to 
the artise."

Perhaps Linas works oo wall wilh artists because he is, fumdamen- 
tally, an amist hinsell, W's Great bo wiek for someone who really values 
Am and design and hes you know it,” Church says.
